The drawings were received on April 6, 2009. These drawings are approved with 
respect to formalities. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the combinations as now presented in 
claims 7, 10-13 and 16 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7, 10-13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 is indefinite and unclear, as it is not understood how the covering element is 
formed integrally with the second support, and still maintain each and every limitation of claim 
1 . This contradicts the language of claim 1 which requires "the covering element being 
rotationally fixed on one of the bearing rings and rotatable relative to the encoder. . .the first 
support being formed integrally with the covering element". The embodiment of Figure 8 which 
shows the covering element, the first support and the second support being integrally formed also 
shows the encoder mounted to this covering element. It is not seen how the covering element 
can be rotatable relative to the encoder when they are rotationally fixed to one another. 
With respect to claims 10-12, the combination of "the dirt deflector and the covering element are 
formed in one piece" with the limitations of claim 1 are inconsistent. The only embodiment 
which shows the dirt deflector and the covering element as one piece is shown in Figure 7. 
Claim 1 requires "the first support being formed integrally with the covering element". In Figure 
7 the first support is not formed integrally with the covering element. The combination as 
presented in Claim 10 is not understood. 
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With respect to claim 16, again this feature is only shown with respect to Figures 7 and 8, 
which structurally allow the sealing lip to contact the inner ring, yet the claimed feature in 
combination with the limitations of claim 1 cannot be understood, as the structural details with 
respect to the support members which are encompassed by the claimed embodiments do not 
physically allow the seal lip to contact the inner bering ring. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 9, 14, 15, and 17 are allowed.
